GUNBOATS SHELL RUSSIANS. 


The battle was resumed at dawn on 
Thursday, Three Japanese gunboats then 
entered Kin Chou bay, and, in co-operation 
with the artillery on shore, shelled the Rus- 


from Sian positions on Nan Shan hill. 


A Russian gurboat in Talienwan bay 
steamed close to the shore and shelled the 
Japanese left. 

From dawn the batteries on both sides 
hammered away at each other. 

At an early hour the Japanese infantry 
moved forward, and at 20 minutes past 5 
on Thursday morning they entered Kin 
Chou, the Russians retiring to the south. 

The fight continued into Thursday night, 
the Japanese pressing to the south and 
storming Nan Shan hill. They followed the 
retreating Rusgians through the southern 
hills. 

The reports teceived here fail to cover 
the events on the Russian right. It is prob- 
able, however, that the Russians have 
abandoned these positions. 

Vice-Admiral Togo has now established 
& complete blockade around the southern 
end of thé Liao Tung peninsula. This 
completely envelops Port Arthur from the 
seaward and probably @arks the opening 
of the final investment of the own and 
its fortifications. 


No report of the losses on either side has 
been received.

The youngest son, who was 23 years of 
age, recently became enamored of Mme. 
Pflucker, a Peruvian, wko was sojourning 
at Vichy. Despite the protests of his fam- 
ily, the viscount and the Peruvian visited 
the Riveira together, remaining at Cannes 
for some time. Dr. Evans energetically pro- 
tested against his son's coufse, and finally 
cut off his income. This brought the cot- 
ple back to Paris, where they arrived a 
week ago, going to the Hotel De Rivoli. 

At 5 o’clock on Monday afternoon a shot 
was heard from the chamber of the vis- 
count, and when the proprietor of thé ho- 
tel reached the chamber'he found the vis- 
count on a bed with a wound in his left 
Mme.
